B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and

No medical officer shall be entitled to such allowance on the 
ground of age who shall not have completed the full age of 
sixty years , and shall not have served as a medical officer in some 
one or more unions in Ireland for twenty years. But nevertheless 
the board of guardians under which any such medical officer shall 5 
have last served may declare that the special circumstances of 
the case justify the grant of a superannuation allowance after a 
shorter period of service than twenty years, and, provided that 
the Local Government Board for Ireland shall sanction such 
special grant, such allowance may be made by such board of 10 
guardians. 

Eor the purposes of this Act the annual salary and emolu- 
ments of a medical officer shall be calculated on the average of 
the three years ending with the quarter day next before he ceases 
to hold his office. 15
